SOIL.—Dig the ground deep; put in quantities of manure. The Chrysanthemum is a gross feeder. If wel! fed the flowers will 
be large and the plant strong.

DISBUDDING AND STOPPING.—When your plant is six or eight inches high, cut back to a height of four inches. Allow four 
shoots to grow from this main trunk; when these four shoots are four inches high, pinch out the terminal bud, and save three or four 
of the branches that willspring from each of these limbs. Allow these Jast branches to attain a height of nine inches, then stop- 
back for the last time. Allow one bud (flower) to each stem, and that a terminal bud. 


WHEN TO LIFT —In localities subject to heavy frosts in October and November, plants should be lifted into large pots or boxes 
by September ist. After lifting, drench thoroughly, and never, allow them to suffer for water. Give manure water, if possible. 
once a week. If protected from frost by sheeting, they need not be brought into the house t11l well into October; and, when brought 
in, place in a room without fire, and give plenty of air when not frosty. In cold climates winter in the cellar.

ASTERS. 


Probably no plant among the Annuals has had more care bestowed on 
it by professional florists than the Aster, and it has responded by break- 
ing into numerous classes and varieties, all of which are handsome and 
worthy of cultivation. A plant to produce fine flowers needs to be strong 
and vigorous, and requires to be grown without check from the start, 
Too often Asters are seen in gardens closely together, thus preventing a 
full development and becoming starvelings. Seeds should be sown early 
in the Spring under glass or in a seed bed in the open border. Plantin 
three sowings about two weeks apart in order to secure a succession. 
We prefer to sow in a cold frame, and after the plants are an inch high 
to transplant them in the frame, and afterwards to the open ground, 
where they are to remain. In this way, strong, healthy plants, with 
plenty of roots,can be obtained, and if set in rich soil in the garden, 
will make a most satisfactory growth. A well-grown plant will give 
fine flowers, and a stunted plant will produce only inferior blooms. The 
large-growing varieties of Asters, such as the Peony-flowered, the Vic- 
toria, New Rose and Washington, need to be set as much as a foot apart 
in good soil, and will quite fill the space. As the plants when in bloom 
are heavy at the top, and therefore liable to be injured by heavy rains or 
winds, they should have some support, and this may be best afforded by 
a small stake set down into the ground near the plant and the flower 
branches attached to it by strings. 

Sow tall growing sorts for cutting for vases; the dwarfs for edging or 
for producing an even mass of color, and use twice as many light as 
dark colors. Asters like a rich, loose soil. Sow the seed about one inch 
deep. See descriptions of cut, etc., on following pages.

New Japanese Wineberry.
